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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-6, 9-1 1 and 13 are allowed and have been renumbered. Claims 2, 3, 7, 8 and 
12 have been canceled. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 6 and 1 1 teach towards a system and method for providing location dependent 
service to a subscriber, wherein dependent on position and previously stored information 
regarding specific presences in specific systems, a user may select a specific presence and establish 
communication with said presence. Further, responsive to movement of the subscriber into a new 
system, the subscriber unit will retrieve data corresponding to the new system and compare the 
new system's information to the presence being currently communicated with. 

Claims 4, 9 and 13 further teach that in a case that the new presence differs from the old 
one, the subscriber unit is transferred to the equivalent service in the new system utilizing the new 
presence. Claims 1, 4-6, 9-1 1 and 13 teach a series of steps or elements which are neither taught 
nor suggested by the prior art.
